DEATH FLASHES. 


FIVE ARE BURNED: IN. 
GASOLINE EXPLOSION. 


Patrolman Parish Hurled Fi ifty Feet 

| Through Doorway Into Pile of Rub- 

| bish; Others Also Have Narrow ES- 
capes—Three Stores Burned, 


IVE men were badly burned, fif- 
teen were hurled from their feet 
by the force of a gas explosion, 
and more than $7006 worth of goods 
were destroyed by a fire of unknown 
origin, which broke out last night in 
a building at No. 1462 Santa Barbara 
avenue. 

Lieut. A. Q. Murray of the Uni- 
versity Police Station was badly 
burned while struggling to recover 
books and valuable property from the 


. The explosion of gas hurled Patrol- 
man D. C. Parish fifty feet 
him among a pile of boxes, 
lay a burning and tattered wreck. 
E. W. De Witt, proprietor of a gro- 
cery store ip the burned bullding, was 
| severely burned and sustained bruises 
in the explosion. 

Patrolmen Shafer and Wallace were 
severely burned, but were able to re- 
port back to the University Station 
prior to having their injuries treated. 
Murray and Parish were taken to 
the Receiving Hospital. 
Parish was the most seri 
burned of those injured and late last 
night he was a mass of ofl and 
bandages. Murray's 
were severely scorched and bis hands 
were blistered so that they had to be 
encased in oil swathings. 


SMALL INSURANCE. | 

The building burned contained three 
stories, occupied by the E. C. De 
Witt 4 Son Grocery Co., J. K. Jeans 
Hardware Company and the Allenton 
& Walter meat market. Only $2000 
insurance was on the structure and 
the loss of property is estimated at 
nearly $10,000.

Firemen called 
flames in the one-story frame struc- 
ture could have easily controlled the 
blaze, but for the faulty fire protec- 
tion system used in the suburb of the 
city. The nearest fire hydrant was 
two blocks from the flames and when 
the hose was connected up it was 
found to be too short by several hun- 
dred feet. 

The Grand and Downey avenue cars 
ran over the frst hose attached to 
the fire plugs and cut it into pieces. 
the meantime the blaze gained 
headway. 
When the fire was signaled, Lieut. 
Murray filled an automobile with po- 
licemen and hurried to the place. Aft- 
er he had picked up a couple of a 
trolmen on the way, he arrived 
the fire with Sergts. Sparks, 
Wood; Patroimen Shafer.

These rushed into the blazing bulld- 
ing and attempted to aid the distracted 
store owners in recovering some of 
their most valuabie property. When 
the flames reached their fuli fury and 
the fire department was powerless, 
the gallant police officers were driven 
back and stood within a few feet of

Declares Law Authorizes the Com- 
mission to Provide its Own Admin- 


An opinion on the rights of the 
Water Board, delivered to the Council 


sets at rest the intimations from the 
city administration that the board was 
usurping power in purchasing a site 
for a new administration building at 
Fifth and Olive streets. When the 
purchase of the site became known an 
attempt was made to interrupt the 
new bullding- planned at a cost of 
about $200,000, and the attempt crys- 
tallized in a request from ex-Judge 


Works, president of the Council, to 


the City Attorney for an opinion. 

In doing so Works said he doubted 
the legal authority of the board to ex- 
pend the money. In his opinion Hew- 
itt says there is no doubt that the 
board has the right, and the law in- 
tended it should have the right. Enu- 
merating the rights detailel by the 
— vag amendment, the City Attorney 
Gaid: 

“It could hardly be denied that the 
maintenance of an office, or headquar- 
ters of some sort, fot administrative 
purposes, would be 4n essential part 
of the management and controi of the 
water department, necessary for 
the proper operation of the water sys- 
tem placed under the jurisdiction of 
the Water Commissioners. And, in- 
deed, it is expre&sly provided, in sub- 
divi ‘ff’ of section 192, that ‘the 
board shall maintain an Office, and pre- 
scribe office hours for the convenience 
of the public.” For some years past 
the board has maintained its offices 
in a two-story building on South Hill 
street, under a lease made Dby the 
board, by which the entire building 
has been so occupied, at a monthly 
rental of ‘approximately $650. No one 
has questioned the power of the board 
to doe this, and I do not think such 
power could be successfully challenged, 
even if it were inquired into judicially.

It will never be supplanted as a sport because it is 
so completely in harmony with the American char- 
neter. The proverbial stranger from Mars could 
watch a baseball game and deduct the modern 
American. Given this game as a national sport, 
any thinker would know that the people who cherish 
it must be a quick, resourceful, nervous, brilliant, 
emphatic nation, craving excitement and given to 
specializing. é 

The logical stranger would know baseball must 
have been devised by a people who have carried 
specializing to the last degree, because baseball is 
not strictly a sport. It is a performance carried 
on by highly trained experts; the sport of a bril- 
liant, nervous, excitement-loving people, because of 
all outdoor sports ever devised baseball requires 
the quickest and most masterful thinking. 

It is by far the most exciting because every single 
event of the game has a strong dramatic signifi- 
cance. Every time the pitcher hurls the ball across 
the home plate it is either a strike or a ball; that 
is to say, it means either a failure for the batter 
or a failure for the pitcher. 

In this point—that everything “counts”—lies the 
superiority of baseball over cricket as an exciting 
performance; but the inferiority as an amateur 
sport and friendly neighborhood amusement. Base- 
ball is too fast for sluggish old gentlemen whose 
— needs stirring, but cricket is too slow to 
ook at. 

Baseball has sometimes been criticised as being 
a mere pitchers’ battle between two highly paid 
stars.

| DAVENING AFTER THE PREY. _ 

One day we get a dispatch from British India 
weeping over the indignities put upon the Dalai 
Lama by the Chinese troons who drove the Buddhist 
pope from his capital. The next day we read a dis- 
patch from the Far Orient in which Japan joins 
her voice to that of her ally, England, in condem- 
nation of the Chinese. The Mikado’s government 
boldly sets up the claim that the oriental empire is 
equally intereste@ with the occidental one in main- 
taining what they call peace along the frontier be- 
tween Turkestan and India. The third day the dis- 
patch is dated at St. Petersburg and gives expres- 
sion to the indignant feeling of the Russians over 
China's policy in Manchuria... 

As to the Dalai Lama and Turkestan, the whole 
issue is a strong desire of the British to extend 
their Indian empire northward to absorb a country 
heretofore politically dominated by China. Japan 
has no more to do in Lhasa than Belial has before 
the great white throne. As to Manchuria and Rus- 
sia, the country belongs to China and is the origi- 
nal home of the Manchus who govern China. Rus- 
Aa has no interest there whatever. The countrys 
needs a railroad and the Chinese profess ability to 
build it with their own capital under their own con- 
trol, but Russia wishes to force her financial help 
upon China against her will and feels greatly out- 
raged because the offered resources are rejected. 

The whole thing is simply the watering at the 
mouth of ali these nations to dismember China. The 
British want to reach up through Turkestan, Rus- 
sia wants to come down from.the Amoor, and Japan 
wants to add a great slice around Korea to her col- 
onization area. 

If it were not for the good offices of the United 
States the Chinese empire would be now rent in 
pieces and divided up among the principal nations 
of Europe, with a large slice going to Japan. We 
have not done with this question. Unless the gov- 
-ernment‘of the United States continues to be guided 
by the spirit of John Hay, Theodore Roosevelt and 
President Taft, the Chinese government will find 
itself at once beset by all kinds of difficulties, a 
quarrel will be put upon the government of the 
Flowery Kingdom, and a war made by allied armies | 
from England, Japan and Russia, who will divide 
the prey among Ives. France will be in on 
the southern end of China and add largely to her 


present holdings in Tonquin.

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Every person ha a right to choose his friends and 
his social associates. There is no more disputing 
about an invitation to a function than there is 
about preference for the color of a necktie or a 
dress. Any person has a right to exclude from his 
social activities any person without giving any rea- 
son. The part of wisdom on the side of the ex- 
cluded is to lie very low.” 

But this was an extraordinary gathering. It was 
in the name of Christ. It embraced only Christian 
people; and that these racial lines should have been 
drawn in such an assembly is indeed a remarkable 
fact. We are the most unreasonably exclusive peo- 
ple on the face of the earth. The Anglo-Saxon, and 
all who derive their civilization from him, are pe- 
culiarly conceited about the color of the skin, eyes 
and hair. We are exclusive beyond what prevails 
among any other people. Next come ithe eutonic 
and Scandinavian nationalities. 

If this were a political gathering we should not 
be surprised to observe this narrow exclusiveness. 
If it were purely social we should be prepared for 
it. If it were a business matter we should not be 
unprepared. If it were politics, since the black 
man has a vote, take our word for it, he would 
not be excluded. His vote would make the door 
open very promptly, were he black as the ace of

But the inconsisteney of this action is particularly 
interesting when we consider that it was done in 
an assembly composed entirely of very loud-profeass- 
ing Christians. 


HO SHALL HOLD THE SCALES? 
Those who read the itemized list of John D. 
Rockefeller’s gifts to humanity as published on the 
eighth page of The Times Thursday morning must 
have been impressed and could scarcely avoid being 
edified. 

The sum of the known benefactions of this mil- 
lionaire amounts to $112,655,000. His pet, the Chi- 
cago University, does not get the largest amount, 
for his gifts to that institution foot up $21,400,000, 
while he has gi to the General Education Board 
$53,000,000. 

Besides these two enormous sums he has given 
millions to medical colleges, other millions to 
churches, still others to missions, special gifts have: 
been made to particular educational institutions 
covering broadly nearly the whole United States 
and embracing almost all sexes, and many schools 
of medicine. 

We now have John D. Rockefeller asking in the 
District of Columbia for a franchise for the Rock- 
efeller Foundation, which shall. be very similar in 
its scope to the Carnegie Foundation. The purpose, 
to Senator Gallinger, is to afford a ve- 
hicle by whieh the millionaire shall devote the 
whole of his immense fortune to philanthropic pur- 

The philanthropist himself makes the state- 
ment that his fortune amounts to not over 
$200,000,000 and that his largest annual. income is 
not abeve $20,000,000. So that he has already 
given away more than 50 per cent. of what he is 
now worth. 

A very small specimen of feminine humanity, 
known as Ida M. Tarbell, undertook 4 few years 
ago to put John D. Rockefeller’s life and character 
in one side of the scales and the Ten Command- 
ments in the other and tell the world of the delin- 
quencies of the millionaire oil refiner. The Ten 
Commandments weighed very heavily in her scales, 
and Mr. Rockefeller’s life and character no more 
than a feather. . 

The female muck-raker probably cared as little 
about any of the other laws of the Decalogue as she 
did about the ninth when she wrote those articles. 
She is a mere penny-a-liner and probably would 
take a brief for-any side of any case from that of 
the Savior of mankind to that of Old Nick, for @ 
consideration. Yet many intelligent American peo- 
ple who would be very much offended if charged 
with unrighteous judging of their neighbor, with 
prejudice, lack of intelligence, or bitterness of feel- 
ing against any person, took the figures from Ida 
Tarbell’s scales and set Mr. Rockefeller down as a 
person of very vicious disposition, as one entirely 
inimical in his life and pursuits to the human race. 
‘Many have held this man as among the most dan- 
gerous and vicious in the world. 

It would probably be very difficult for the most 
justly disposed person with ordinary knowledge of 
the facts to estimate exactly the moral qualities of 
“the system” by which the Standard Oil 
has been built up from almost nothing to the enor- 
mous proportions of wealth it has attained. But 
there are some things about this great enterprise 
that can scarcely escape the attention of any really 
intelligent person or be denied by any fair-minded 
one. This company owes its inception and largely 
oor» the business acumen of John D. Rock- 

ler. Its methods have been so economical that 
its success was assured from the beginning. These 


— 


others certainly should dissipate from the minds of 


methods were nearly all in the beginning of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s conception. He was afterward joined 
by other men of great business faculty who aided 
him in the work. The Standard Oil Company's 
methods have taught the whole industrial world a 
lesson in economy of ion which means more 
1 than all the fortune of Mr. Rocke- 
er. 

That there were some of those in charge of cer- 
tain branches of this enterprise who were not fair 
in dealing with competitors seems a fair conclu- 
sion. That instructions which were not merciful 
nor fair were given to subordinates, who carried 
them far beyond the scope intended by those who 
issued the orders, is very probable. Yet to say that 
the Standard Oil Company was a sinner A of all 
other institutions of the nineteenth century in deal- 
inga with competitors is risking a good deal in the 
way of veracity. Business is business in the minds 
of the most righteously upright people. The con- 
ception of even good men about business is not so 
different from that of the world as to love and war, 
where all things are fair. Persons really upright 
in mind knew that even in love and war all is not 
fair, and in business all is not fair. Yet in busi- 
ness, as in playing a game of chess, it is not incum- 
bent on one player to point out to the other whether 
a contemplated move is wise 
player does not surreptitiously move his pieces, but 
plays the game according to the rules, he is not an 
unfair player. That there is any very broad spirit 
of philanthropy in business’is a claim only made 
by hypocrites who would much more quickly take 
advantage of a rival than John D. Rockefeller or 
any of his near associates, and would do the trick 
quite as soon as the most ardent employé for the 
Standard Oil Company’s methods that ever checked 
the development of a rival's business. 

The benefactions of men like Andrew Carnegie, 
John D. Rockefeller, John Pierpont Morgan and 


unfair judges the notion that there is no room in 
the economy of our day for millionaires. It should 
do a good deal to banish from the minds of preju- 
diced judges that the teachings of the Sermon on 
the Mount and the injunctions of the Ten Command- 
ments are dead letters in our day any more than 
they were 2000 or 3500 years ago. We can go back 
beyond the dawn of Christian civilization and find 
millionaires and multi-millionaires. An ounce of 
gold in the days of Croesus or Lucullus would buy 
a good deal larger slice of the earth’s surface and 
a good deal greater amount of the products of hu- 
man labor than the same weight of the precious 
metal would buy today. You can go through all 
pagan history, ancient and modern, and you will 
find nowhere any benefactions for the general good 
of mankind at all comparable to those the present 
generation are reaping and the next genera 
will reap from the liberal gifts coming from 
philanthropic impulses of millionaires like those 
three we have named above. They are only ſead- 
ers in the same great work for humanity. | 

What particular trend these new benefactions of 
the millionaire will take we are not informed. There 
is one line of education, which, if Mr. Rockefeller 
shall devote a few of his millions to it, will result 
in unspeakable benefit to pretty nearly every mem- 
ber of the human race in the coming generations. 
We are referring to household economy. If there 
is a branch of human activity neglected, a back 
number reaching into the Middle Ages unworthy of 
modern civilization, it is household economy. The 
number of girls of marriageable age who know how 
to keep house is a very small proportion of all in 
the marriage market. The number of women at the 
heads of families who are not intelligent in the 
care of children, the cooking of food and the gen- 
eral sanitation of the house is alarming. There are 
skillful housewives in Los Angeles today and oth- 
ers all over the country who for $35 to $50 a 
month furnish the members of a household (from 
three to five persons in each) with better, more 
nourishing, more palatable, more satisfying food 
than the ignorant, careless, slovenly one would if 
she spent $100. And it is not from lack of disposi- 
tion to do right, but from lack of knowledge, that 
this delinquency comes.

One day we get a dispatch from British India 
weeping over the indignities’ put upon the Dalai 
Lama by the Chinese troons who drove the Buddhist 
pope from his capital. The next day we read a dis- 
patch from the Far Orient in which Japan joins 
her voice to that of her ally, England, in condem- 
nation of the Chinese. The Mikado’s government 
boldly sets up the claim that the oriental empire is 
equally interested with the occidental one in main- 
taining what they call peace along the frontier be- 
tween Turkestan and India.

EARED DEATH 
SQ TOOK LIFE. 


BADLY DECOMPOSED BoDy oF 
SAN PEDRO MAN FOUND. 


Store-keeper Apparently Ended His 
Life Several Days Ago After Saying 
That He Feared He Would Be Shot 
by Man With Whose Wife He Was 
Intimate. 


— — 


SAN PEDRO, March 3. -W. O. Dris- 
haus apparently ended his life several 
days ago, as his decomposed body was 
found in his sleeping quarters this 
afternoon in the rear of a vacant 
storeroom on Mesa and Tenth streets. 
Clutched in the fingers was a revolver, 
the muzzle pointed towards the head 
in which three bullet holes show. The 
dead man was attired in night robe 
and was lying on the bed. He was last 
seen February 20, and as he had been 
visiting relatives in Redlands, his ab- 
sence Was unnoticed, until inquiry re- 
garding property interests, elucidated 
the fact that his whereabouts were un- 
known. 

Drishaus sold out his confectionery 
and ice cream business a few weeks 
ago. His wife died four years ago, and 
his two children, a girl 11, and a boy 
were in the care of his brother in 
Redlands. 

It has been known for some time 
that Drishaus had troublé with F. B. 
Kern, formerly of Livingston, Mont., 
but who was then running a racket 
store on Beacon street, on account of 
alleged intimacy with Kern's wife. 
This is said to have reached such a 
Pass that Kern called at Drishaus's 
store and threatened to shoot him if 
he did not cease his attentions, which 
were admittedly agreeable to Mrs. 
Kern. The neighbors of both 
for a number of months, watched her 
make visits to the home of us 
and vice versa, in response to a 
concerted code of signals, one of which 
was to stick a cloth through the back 
yard fence to signify that the coast

He has not been heard 
from since, but Drishaus, in-the mean- 
time, offered his busines for sale with 
the statement to a local agent that he 
had to get out of town or be shot. 
The sale was duly made to Mitchell

his mother at Redlands was asked to 
ascertain his whereabouts, for the pur- 
pose of making a deal for his residence 
property. Mrs. Drishaus replied that 
he had been home on February 20, and 
that she had not seen him since. If 
present indications are any criterion, 
it is likely that us was dead in 
his own house at the time his mother 
woes his friends were searching for
